Another jewel of consistency comes out of 
Washington from Postmaster General Farley. 
An order has been receiv ed by all postoffices In 
the nation to giv e lay-offs to their employees 
with recommendations also that city deliv eries be 
cut to one a day for a certain period of time. 
Furthermore Mr. Farley announces that it will 
be necessary at once to dismiss 9,000 rural route 
carriers and combine their routes with others, at 
a reduced pay. 
All at once the gov ernment is striking a note 
of economy, taking spite out on faithful civ il 
serv ice employees. It is needless to say also that 
the 9,000 to be propped from rural mail serv ice 
will be Republicans. 
Consistency, howev er, is lacking. The v ery day 
that these orders went out from Washington, 
along went another order to industry — just the 
opposite. Industry is ordered to put a million 
men back to work. Those employing help are 
asked to reduce their work hours per week and 
prov ide more jobs.
